I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  .Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  I960. 

No  event  of  Public  Health  importance  has  disturbed  the  health  of 
the  people  of  Tow  Law.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  and  the  enteric  group  of  diseases  have  occurred. 

Preparations  were  well  in  hand  for  the  construction  of  2  0  new 
houses  to  accommodate  persons  from  condemned  properties. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centro  at  the  Mechanics  Institute 
was  well  patronised  during  I960. 

Immunisations  against  poliomyelitis  continued  steadily  throughout 
the  year.  The  response  was  good  among  the  younger  age  groups  but  only 
moderate  among  the  adolesant  and  older  age  groups.  The  usual  lukewarm 
support  was  given  to  the  other  preventative  immunisations  and  vaccinations, 
(Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox). 

Your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  compiled  a  separate  section  for 
the  report. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  Council  and  staff  for  their  co-operation, 
during  the  year.
